This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Species I (Figures 1-6); Species II (Figure 9); Species III (Figure 10); Species 
IV (Figure 11); Species V (Figure 12; Species VI (Figure 14); Species VII (Figures 15 
and 16); Species VIII (Figure 17); Species IX (Figure 18); and Species X (Figure 19). 
Upon election of one of the above species, applicant must also elect a single Sub 
Species from Sub Species I (Figures 7) and Sub Species II (Figure 13). 

The species are independent or distinct because the features of each species 
are distinct as claimed by applicant. For instance, Species X includes a catalytic 
converter that is not required by the other Species. Species VII disposes a first cross 
member between a fuel tank and a joint and is distinct in structure from Species VI and 
Species VIII. 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
